FRANCE LOOKS TO 


US AS MEDIATOR 


Believes the United States 
Is fhe 


Only Govtnment That Can 


Act In Present Crisis. 
(Special By Scripps-McRae) 
Paris, Dec. 13.—A foreign offices or 


flee official made the following state- 
ment today to the Associated Press: 


"No exchange of views has taken 


place between the European powers 
concerning the Venezuelan situation, 
and no such exchange Is necessary, as 
It Is definitely held that the affair Is 
one In which the United States should 
be left free to take tho Initiative In 
Mediation." 


This statement -was called out by tho 


suggestion of tho Temps that It was 
time for Europe to speak In 
the In 
terest of universal peace. 
Tho offl 
clal added: 


"It Is fully recognized hero and at 
the other capitals that the 
United 


States Is the only power In a position 
to act as an intermediary. 
Hence 


there is no intention on the part of the 
European powers to take concerted or 
Individual action."

The release of the French steamer 


Ossun, seized toy tho Germans at La- 
Gualra, has not yet been reported at 
tho foreign office, but the officials ac- 
cept the unofficial reports of her re- 
lease, thus relieving the Incident of Its 
gravity.

CASTRO OFFERS 


TO ARBITRATE 


Asks United States Minister Bowen 


to Intercede for Him at 


Washington. 


Caracas, Dec. 13.—^The demand for 


the surrender of -Puerto Cabello to the 
Anglo-German fleet has .been refused. 


The German flagship Vlneta and the 


British cruiser Ariadne have cleared 
their decks for action and their com 
manders have served notice that unless 
the port Is surrendered within twenty- 
four hours the town'wlll be bombarded. 


All German and English residents 


of the town have been released by 
order of President Castro. They have 
taken refuge on board the foreign 
warships.

• 


' Venezuelan troops have been hurried 
to Puerto Cabello Hlnce Thursday, and 
every preparation made for active re* 
sistance. 


It Is believed that the Venezuelan 


force can defeat any landing party 
from the VlneU and the Ariadne even 
If the foreign guns reduce the town to 
ashes. 


The situation at La Guayra Is un- 


changed. 
The* British cruiser Inde- 


fatigable Is the only foreign warship 
in the harbor. 


Ready for Attack. 


All the strategic points In the moun- 


tains back of the town are occupied by 
Venezuelan troops; 
Active prepara- 


tions for offering resistance to the 
allies continue. 


The deposits of powder In the for- 


tresses of Lavlgla and San Carlos, 
commanding the harbor of La Guayra, 
have been removed. Great patriotic 
demonstrations are being made and 
every one capable of bearing arms is 
offering his services. 


All the deposits of coal at the navy 


yard and all the British cars on the 
La Guayra railroad have been brought 
hero, rendering impossible the trans- 
portation of the allied troops by rail.

The Call to Arms. 


The following is the text,of the de- 


cree calling" 250,000 men 'into 
the 


fields: 


"All Venezuelans living in tho fed- 


eral district, • between the ages of 18 
and 50 years, must enroll themselves 
In the militia; any such persons re- 
fusing to enroll voluntarily, as patriot- 
Ism demands, .will be declared traitors 
and. sent before the tribunals." 


The government took possession of 


the German railroad between Caracas 
and Valencia and the. English road to 
La Guayra. The English telephone 
system has been seized, as have-the 
offices and property of the- English 
Harbor corporation at La Guayra. 


Venezuelans have.been appointed to 


take control of and operate the foreign 
owned railroads and . other corpora- 
tions. 


Willing to Arbitrate. 


President Castro is not unwilling to 


accept a peaceful.settlement of the dis- 
pute with England and Germany. To 
prove.his earnest desire to avoid war 
he requested United States Minister 
Bowen to communicate with the Ber- 
lin and London governments through 
the state department at Washington 
asking that1 the dispute be settled by 
arbitration, this being the only hope 
of avoiding a serious conflict.

City of Mexico, Dec. 13.— El Par- 


clal, the liberal newspaper, in discus 
sing the Venezuelan troubles sees in 
the attitude of Germany and 
Great 


Britain an attempt to try how far 
reaching Is the shadow, for some 
threatening, for others protecting, ol 
the Monroe doctrine. 
Therefore all 


eyes are now turned toward Washing- 
ton, for tho situation may perhaps be- 
come one very difficult for the Ameri- 
can government. 


El Parclal censures Germany 
and 


Great Britain for 'resorting to arms 
without having tried arbitration, al< 
though it admits that tho Castro gov< 
eminent Is hard to deal with. 
As for 
Castro, he Is Victor Hugo's little Na- 
poleon In a situation where he wilt try 
to save his political prestige by war.

It is a curious way of arriving 


at religious facts to follow out the di- 
verging lines of dcnominatlonallsm, 
and yet this is -what many attempt to 
do.Most important of all elements

the forceful life is tho spirit of growth. 
Growth results from accumulation ir 
excess of Immediate 
needs. 
But 
most persons are satisfied to secure 
tho necessities of the day.

Is no forceful life which does not pred- 
icate growth. A man must not continue 
to live by and set forth tho theories 
he learned in college, malting no allow 
anco for the advance of tho world. A 
clergyman must not always set forth 
tho tenets he was taught in the the

play In Athena Is the realism of be- 
ing out of doors . The old Greek act- 
ors, some dressed as women, wore ex- 
aggerated costumes, high head dress 
and shoes whose soles were so think 
that they formed genuine, pedestals. 
To portray tho different characters, 
thin light masks of clay were worn 
and the expression on these, whether 
tragic or comic, was terribly exagger 
ated.

Wall Street as It Is, and What It 


Means to the Specula- 
| 


tor*. 


New York. 
He whom Wall Street 
Is pleased to call the "outsider" reads 
now and then that "the stock mar- 
ket 
has been greatly Improved .by 
drastic liquidation." or that "tho gen- 
eral shaking out of weak public ac- 
counts has caaed the monetary sit- 
uation." and tho longer -o ponders 
tho Information tho more'puzzled 110 
IB. 
It seems to him to ho self cvl 
dent proposition that everything that 
Is sold also Is bought. 
Stocks are 


not eliminated; they arc not dump- 
ed Into tho sea off Batten" Park wall 
and thus put forever, beyond the way 
of maKing trouble for speculative men 
How then, tho outsider Is likely to 
ask. does liquidation, however enor- 
mous 
or 
drastic, change matters 


much for tho better? 
A complete 


answer to this question would bo com 
plicated and more or less technical. 
For the outsiders purpose It may bo 
answered by stating two general prop- 
ositions. 
The'first would bo that It 


costs less to buy or to carry a stock 
at par than It would to buy or carry 
that same stock. at say 120. 
Tho 


people who do most of the liquidat- 
ing In times of speculative trouble are 
those who bought their stock at 120. 
A 
decline averaging 15 points in 
the stock market list Involves shrink- 
age of hundreds of millions o. dollars 
In paper values, but those paper val- 
ues while they existed were suffici- 
ently real to form tho basis of bor- 
rowing credit at tho banks. 
Ordin- 
arily a Wall Street" bank wl.. lend 
100 on a good stock that Is 
selling 


around 
120 and only about SO on 
that 
same 
stock when.it Is selling 


around par. 
Thus it is seen how- 
such 
liquidation 
as would cause a 
stock to decline from 120 
to 
par 


would also cause a reduc_on In bank 
loans and thereby case the financial 
situation.- 
The second proposition Is 


somewhat more Intricate, when there 
has been general liquidation in tho 
stock market It Is said that securities 
have pased from weak hands 
Into 
strong hands, and that about tells 
the story. 
Even in a panic somebody 


,buys all the stocks that other people 
'sell, but the people who buy stocks 
•when the public is selling aro 
the 


shrewdest professional people in Wall 
street. 
They are what are known 


In the vernacular as the "big people." 
'They belong to the Standard Oil par- 
ty, tho organ party, life Insurance co- 
teries, numerous powerful 
banking 


and speculative parties and also par- 
ties who stand sponsor for 
certain 
stocks In the market. 
Thus when for 


one reason or another tho public Is 
forced to 
liquidate Its speculative 


holdings of Atchlnson tho Berwlnd 


• party buys Its Achlson back on "scale 
down"orders, and tho Atchlson it buys 
In this manner is the samo Atchlnson 
that it sold to tho public higher up. 
Atchlnson Is used merely to Illustrate 
the point. 
The same would be true 


of any other-established and active 
stock. 
Then there are the parties/ 


and men who are in tho midst of dis- 
tributing new securities or 
pooled 
stocks when tho market begins to 
break, and these have then 
In sheer 


defense to buy the particular stock 
or stocks for which they aro respon- 
sible. 
Thus while the United States 
'Steel share were being distributed to 
the public, seeing how easily they dc- 
twhen the market went wrong else 
the public, seeing ho weaslly they de- 
clined, would become distrustful and 
refuse at another time to take or "ab 
sorb" the stock. 
Each of 
these 
Wall stret parties has strong finan- 
cial backing. 
The Standard Oil par- 


ty controls the largest bank in tho 
country together with a number- of 
smaller banks and trust companies. 
The Morgan company owns tho second 
largest bank in this country and a 
number of smaller banks and trust 
companies besides. 
When either of 
these parties buys stocks it knows 
where it can go to finance its purchas- 
es. 
'The same In lesser degree Is 


true of all the parties. 1. e.. the big peo-i 
pie. and If it were not so the hot- I 
torn would speedily drop out of the 


stock market. 
Somebody has. to; TV A "\rTT\ "RRftWN'H 
stand up with tho bag to buy every-l-1^» J-U ttttU YVl^i Q 
thing tho public sells. 
It Is equally} 
true, however, that tho people with 
the bag always buys stocks when they 
aro cheap, and sell them again to the 
public when they are high. 
Trouble 


comes because tho public in its greed 
buys more than It Is able to care for, 
and again the bag ppens, again there 
Is somebody there to take stocks as 
tho public throws them over, 
and 


again In good time the public buys 
those samo stocks out of the bag at 
higher prices. 
The process Is as 


old as Wall street—-older. 
It Is 
as 


old as tho oldest stock exchange In 
tho world. 
If nobody 'bought moro 


stocks than he was able to take up 
and pay for In a pinch there would 
never bo any panics In Wall street. 


Theodore Price, a big, round-faced, 


smiling man, is again in tho midst of 
a bull campaign In cotton and breath 
ing hard. 
It seems to be a habit of 


tho man to bull cotton. 
Only about 
three years ago ho wrecked tho firm 
of Price. McCormlck & Co. trying to 
bull cotton to 10 cents. 
His flrm 


failed for $14.000,000 and for a little 
while the thrilling young plunger, pen- 
nlless dropped out of Wall street's 
caze. 
He took desk room in tho of- 
flco of a friend over In tho Lord's 
Court building and tried to rebuild his 
fortune In several different ways fin- 
ally gravitating back to cotton. Tho 
next the public had heard of him ho 
had made an exhaustive canvass 
of 


the cotton crop and had concluded 
thereform that cotton ought to bo bull- 
ed. 
No Price canvass ever Justfles 


any other conclusion. 
His figures 


were so convincing that he got some 
men with money to back him and they 
made a handsome turn on the long 
side of the market. 
With his share 


of the profits as fresh capital Price 
began to bull cotton on his own ac- 
count and ho has been bluldlng It ever 
since, on a progressively larger scale. 
At a recent stage of his present cam- 
paign ho Interested a lot of Idle stock 
market speculators In cotton, anil half 
the traders of Wall street were long 
of the stuff. 
At the very top of the 


market the government's crop report 
came along estimating tho crop much 
larger than Price had estimated It, 
and the market broke 24 points, quite 
wiping out tho stock market contin- 
gent. 
Price and his brokers sold 


cotton on tho break, but Price is still 
a bull on cotton and Lulling It.

Risking His Own Life on 


Treacherous Ice. 


Stories of the devotion of dogs to 


mankind which after leads the noble 
animals to sacrifice their lives for 
their human friends aro quite fre- 
quent. 
It is not.often, however, that 


tho case Is reversed by a man's talc- 
Ing any risk for the sake of a dog. 


David Brown furnished one of these 
rare instances Friday morning, when 
at tho risk of his own life, he rescued 
a frightened and plteously crying dog 
from an Icy finish In the cold waters 
of Rock river.-It was a manifestation 
of humane feeling such as Is seldom 
seen and stands out In marked con 
trast against tho brutality which Is 
all too often shown dumb animals. 


Dog Falls to River 
The small dog was walking on the 


Ice formed on tho river back of tho 
rink. 
He trotted out on to the thin 


Ico and finally got too near to tho 
edge and j slipped into the water. He 
was unable to get out and as lio mado 
tho desperate attempt unsuccessfully 
time after time, ho began to cry pit- 
ifully.
